LIVESTOCK  AND 

I^eedlot  PlacoTTients  Continue  Up 

Peflectin'/.  the  [generally  favorable 
livestock-feed  f:;rain  price  relation- 
ship, cattle  feeders  in  the  seven 
reportin;^  States  af^ain  sharply 
increased  placenents  of  cattle  on  feed 
during  I<ovenbcr.  Placeiaents  on  feed 
V7ere  up  ali.iost  50  percent  from  the 
depressed  level  of  a  year  a<^,o  and  were 
above  year-earlier  levels  in  all  seven 
States.  Movenent  of  cattle  and  calves 
into  feedlots  totaled  just  under  2 
raillion  head,  the  largest  I'over'ber 
placement  level  on  record.  The 
largest  percentage  increase  in  place- 
ments occurred  in  California  where 
placenents  almost  doubled.  Placements 
in  Kansas  exceeded  a  vear  ago  b)'  3'"; 
percent  while  Texas  ref;istered  a  gain 
in  excess  of  40  percent.

Continued  poor  grazing,  conditions 
oa  i.'inter  \.'iieat  pastures  may  be 
encouraging  placements  of  some  cattle 
on  feed  which  m.ig/uu  normally  have 
grazed  a  few  months  longer  before 
being  placed  in  feedlots.  On  December 
1,  only  ai)Out  24  percent  of  the  fall- 
seedeci  wheat  in  the  tliree-State  area 
of  Z.ansas,  01:lahona,  and  Texas  had 
sufficient  growth  to  supnort  g^razing, 
compared  v/ith  51  percent  a  year 
earlier  and  34  percent  on  Decemlier  1, 
1973.  Only  about  13  jtercent  of  the 
seeded  acreage  is  actually  being 
pastured  this  year  compared  v/it!i  over 
a  fourth  last  year. 


MEAT  SITUATION 

In  the  past  ^.e\j  montbiS,  the 
largest  year-to-year  increases  in 
placements  v/ere  in  States  with  the 
larger  commercial  feeding  operations. 
Mowever,  Corn  Belt  feeders  apparently 
are  finding  cattle  feeding  a 
nrofitable  alternative  to  the  cash 
grain  market  as  placements  in  lov/a 
during  ilovenber  exceeded  the  level  of 
a  year  ag,o  by  almost  GO  percent.

Fed  Cattle  'larketin^s  Do\m 

IJhile  placements  have  generally 
exceeded  year-earlier  levels  since 
April,  fed  cattle  marketings  continue 
to  trail  1574  levels.  Ilarketings  in 
the  seven  States  during  kovembar  were 
do'.m  11  percent  from  a  vear  earlier. 
Tais  has  resulted  in  some  buildun  in 
on-feed  inventories.  Cattle  and 
calves  on  feed  kiecemljcr  1  in  the  seven 
States  totaled  in  excess  of  o  million 
head,  up  25  percent  from  a  vear  a;:0. 
Judging  from  the  inventory  of  cattle 
Oil  feed  October  1  i^v  wei;dit  r.roups, 
most  of  trio  increase  in  feedlot 
numbers  has     been     in     li^riiter  \7eight 
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cattle      requirxnj^      sonev/nat  lon:^er 

feeJinf,  periods. 

Fed  Eeef  Supplies  to  Increase 

Ted  cattle  marlietinf^s  lil:ely  \vill 
exceed  year-earlier  levels  durinr,  the 
v'inter  and  spring  months,  reflecting 
the  surge  in  placenents  during 
Se'!)teriber-iIovenber .  This  would  be  the 
first  year-to-year  increase  since  the 
winter  quarter  of  1973.  '.H-iile  an 
increase  in  ^ed  beef  production  during 
the  Fionths  aliead  likely  v.'ill  have  a 
price  depressin;.  effect,  price 
declines  could  be  temporary.  The 
relative  strength  in  the  fed  cattle 
narket  will  be  heavily  influenced  by 
the  level  o^  nonfed  slaughter  and 
supplies  of  competing  meats.  Expected 
seasonal  reductions  in  nonfed 
slaughter  and  continued  low  pork 
output  may  somev;!iat  offset  the  effect 
of  increased  supplies  of  fed  beef. 
Choice  steer  prices  nay  edge  lo\:er 
from  early  Januarv  levels  of  around 
$AA  per  100  pounds  before  gaining, 
strength  in  the  spring  V7hen  further 
reductions  in  grass-fattened  slaughter 
are  likely. 

ilog  Production  to  Expand 

Hog  producers  are  planning  some 
expansion  in  production  follov/ing  the 
favorable  feeding  margins  experienced 
during  much  of  1975.  V.'hile  the  num.ber 
of  sows  farrov/ing  last  fall  continued 
to  trail  year-earlier  levels, 
reductions  have  become  smaller.  The 
June  1975  survey  of  hog  producers 
revealed  intentions  to  reduce 
farrowings  during  June-?Jovei'':ber  by  13 
percent  from,  a  year  earlier,  while  tiie 
December  report  indicates  actual 
farro\7ingG  were  reduced  only  9 
percent.  The  December  1  inventory  of 
hogs  and  pigs  \7as  placed  at  approxi- 
mately 50  million  head,  10  percent 
fewer  than  last  December.  In  mid-1975 
the  total  inventory  was  19  percent 
fe\;er  than  on  the  same  date  in  1974. 

In  14  States,  farrov/ing  intentions 
for  the  Decem.ber-^lav  pig  crop  ;/ere 
reported  to  be  up  7  percent — up  10 
percent  during  December-February,  but 
up  only  5  percent  during  'larch-'Iay. 
Apparently  tb.e  sharp  breal:  in  hog 
prices      during      October      gave  some 


producers  'second  thoughts  about 
expanding  their  hog  operations, 
judging  from  the  sm.all  increase  in 
March-?lay  farrovring  intentions.  Miile 
hog  prices  are  v;ell  below  recent  peak 
levels,  so  are  feeding  costs,  \:it\\ 
profit  margins  continuing  quite 
favorable.  Producers  could  still 
change  !Iarch-J'ay  farrov/ing  plans.

ITailG  expansion  in  hog  numbers  is 
indicated,  comiaercial  pork,  production 
'-/ill  likely  trail  1975  levels  through 
mid-1976.  Slaughter  suinlies  during 
the  first  iialf  of  the  year  are  dra\7n 
largely  <^rom.  the  June-"ovenber  pig 
crop  which  totaled  approxim.ately  36 
million  liead.  This  falls  short  of  the 
June-November  197^-  j)ig  cron  bv  about  3 
percent.  Judging  from  the  distribu- 
tion of  Liarlcet  hogs  on  farmis  by  weight 
grouos,  first  quarter  hog  slaughter 
may  fall  belov;  the  reduced  slaugliter 
level  of  early  1975  by  10-15  percent 
follov7ed  by  a  sm.aller  percentage 
reduction  in  the  spring. 

Tiie  expected  seasonal  dip  in  pork 
production  ''rom.  the  fall  to  the  v.'inter 
quarter  ma>'  have  a  tem.'->orary  price 
strengthening  effect  \\n.th  barrows  and 
gilts  at  seven  marliets  perhaps  moving 
back  up  into  the  low-to-mid  f^SO's  x^rlth 
the  highest  prices  occurring  early  in 
the  year.  Tliis  likely  v/ill  be 
followed  by  a  general  price  decline  as 
slaughter  and  nroduction  seasonally 
increase  in  the  spring  months. 
However,  pork  supplies  will  remain 
relatively  tig'nt  tiiroug'.i  mid  year  \7ith 
hog,  prices  expected  to  average  well 
above  year-earlier  levels.
